AGAWAM - The Agawam 
Housing Authority has partnered with 
teachers from the Clifford M. 
Granger School to offer an after- 
school tutoring program to elemen- 
tary students residing in Brady 
Village and Wade Village. 

Agawam Housing Authority 
(AHA) Executive Director Maureen 
Cayer asked permission of the 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development (DHCD) 
to take a unit that had gone uninhabit- 
ed for a long period of time offline, 
refurbish it, and use it as a communi- 
ty center for young students and their 
parents. DHCH granted her position 
to use a unit at Brady Village for a 
nine-month period. 

“T know that it’s important for me 
to reach out to the services that are 
available for the families here. The 
goal was to create a space where stu-

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Development company appeals 
Mariella Place decision

AGAWAM - Tirone Development 
has filed an appeal in Land Court for 
the Agawam Planning Board’s rejec- 
tion of the proposed Mariella Place 
subdivision. 

Tirone had proposed a plan to build 
a four-lot subdivision, using a created 
access road between 35 and 37 
Federal St. to access a huge property 
located behind the houses on Federal 
Street. 

The subdivision was met with a 
great deal of consternation from 
neighbors, and several questions 
about potential issues with drainage, 
potential sewer problems, and wet- 
lands. Tirone did receive a positive 
decision for an order of conditions 
from the conservation commission, 
but that decision was challenged by a 
neighbor. 

The Planning Board granted sever- 
al waivers during the public hearing 
process, which lasted nearly five 
months, before a 2-1 decision to deny 
the subdivision was made Dec. 16. 

If the Planning Board had approved 
the subdivision, at least one neighbor, 
Margaret Collins of 184 Main St., 
would have challenged the decision. 
She filed the challenge on the conser- 
vation decision. 

In response, Tirone has hired an 
attorney, Joseph Pacella, who stated 
recently he did not believe the plan- 
ning board rejected the plan for prop- 
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er reasons. He also referenced the fact 
the planning board said Tirone met 
certain subdivision requirements right 
before voting to reject the plan. 

Tirone also believes another reason 
for turning down the subdivision, 
which was based on the amount of 
dust and noise and truck trips result- 
ing from the project, are not proper 
grounds for denial. 

One planning board member said 
the noise and dust would be detrimen- 
tal to the neighbors in the area. The 
issues will be brought up in Land 
Court within a few months, Pacella 
said. 

The board denied the proposal by a 
2-1 decision with Mark 
Paleologopoulos voting in favor. 
Planners Travis Ward and Violet 
Baldwin were against the proposal. 

Dachos said the time was closing in 
on the planning board to make a deci- 
sion due to the requirements of zon- 
ing bylaws so the decision was made 
to close the public hearing at the Dec. 
16 meeting. 

“They had to make a decision and 
file it with the town by Jan. 2,” said 
Dachos. 

The decision stated several reasons 
for the permit’s denial. One reason 
was concern over the soil borings 
conducted. Another was the planning 
board’s concern that the elevation of 
the property would be affected the 
stability of the road and homes in the 
subdivision. 

“The high elevation could result in 


an ongoing maintenance issue for the 
town and residents purchasing homes 
there,” the decision states. 

Another problem with the proposal 
was the amount of the fill needed to 
construct the road and homes. The 
board’s decision cited the proximity 
to nearby homes on Federal Street, 
which the proposed subdivision 
would abut; those homes would be 
adversely affected by the job. Air pol- 
lution, dust, noise issues, and possible 
structural damage to the surrounding 
area were also identified. 

The board also objected to the den- 
sity of the development with four lots 
that all contain very little usable yard 
space. The properties being proposed 
have more wetlands than potential 
yard space. The decision suggested 
submitting a plan that included fewer 
lots. 

The board also found that the 
homeowner’s association proposed by 
the applicant was not sufficient 
enough to address the many mainte- 
nance concerns listed, including the 
upkeep of the road leading into the 
subdivision. Part of the road would 
abut existing Federal Street proper- 
ties. 

The timeline for the appeal was not 
known at presstime. 

“Tt’s in the hands of the law depart- 
ment,” said Dachos. “It’s really out of 
the planning department’s hands at 
this point.”

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Short-term gratification 
for long-term tragedy 


Pioneer Valley sees effects 
of ‘Cash for Clunkers’

AGAWAM - The “Cash for Clunkers” 
program of 2009, more formally known as 
the Car Allowance Rebate System, gave 
the whole automotive industry an artificial 
boost that year, but it may have had - it 
may even still be having - an unintended 
depressing effect on the automobile retail 
industry since then. The incentive to turn 
in one’s car during the period of that pro- 
gram might have gotten many people to 
buy their next car that summer who would 
otherwise have waited until 2010. 

Frank Palange, of V&F Auto in 
Agawam, said he believes that was the 
case last year. V&F is, for the most part, an 
auto repairs and maintenance shop, 
although it also sells used cars. Palange 
said that in his view, the Cash for Clunkers 
program was a mistake; an example of 
“short-term gratification for long-term 
tragedy.” 

There is academic research to support 
Palange’s opinion. Atif Mian, of the 
University of California, Berkeley, and 
Amir Sufi, of the University of Chicago 
co-authored a paper on the clunkers pro- 
gram recently that found “a sharp decline 
in sales after the program ended.” 


Dismal Year, Dismal Quarter 
Whatever the reason, 2010 proved to be 
a dismal year for auto retailers in Agawam 
and surrounding towns. A spokesman at 
Pioneer Saab Volvo said it simply: “The 


2010 model year was a little difficult for 
us. We expect 2011 will be better.” 

Statewide, the fourth quarter of 2010 
was a tough one in many other respects as 
well. The Massachusetts economy grew an 
annual rate of only 1.8 percent. This is a 
historically anemic rate, less than that of 
the country as a whole in the same quarter 
and significantly less than the state’s own 
growth rate for the three earlier quarters of 
2010. 

On the positive side, the unemployment 
rate in Massachusetts fell in the fourth 
quarter. But it didn’t fall very far - it 
remains quite high, at 8.2 percent. 

In this climate, it is not surprising, as the 
spokesperson at Pioneer Saab put it, that 
“buyers who would once have bought a 
new car are now buying used or fixing up 
their old cars.” 

A spokesman for Hilltop Motors, in 
Springfield, agreed. “The used car is king 
right now,” he said, adding that, as a result, 
Hilltop is quite busy. 


Parts and Maintenance 

At V&F Auto in Agawam, the only part 
of the business that is up right now is parts 
likely because people are trying to keep 
their old cars going for years longer, 
Palange said. 

V&F does a servicing business, but it is 
more oriented toward prevention and 
maintenance than repair, he added. This is 
suffering from the ongoing downturn, too. 

“What’s the first thing you do when 
money gets tight? Everybody skips an oil 
change,” he said. Even if they skip only 
one oil change and then return to regular 
habits of car maintenance, the effect is a 
large one.

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Opinion 
Be a hero - 
give blood 


other Nature isn’t just wreaking 
Mie on rooftops and roads this 

winter - she is also doing a num- 
ber on the region’s blood supply. Severe 
weather has cancelled 1,800 blood and 
platelet collections, resulting in a shortfall 
of over 28,000 units of blood and platelets 
in Massachusetts alone. 

In response, the Pioneer Valley American 
Red Cross is asking all eligible donors to help. 

“We have not seen the January supply drop 
this dramatically in a decade, and we need to 
reverse this now,” said Donna M. Morrissey, 
director of Communications, American Red 
Cross Blood Services, Northeast Division. 

Blood collections don’t last forever. In fact, 
blood has a shelf-life of only 42 days; platelet 
donations are even more perishable - they 
must be used within five days of collection. 

The roughly one-hour process of donating 
blood can help trauma victims, heart surgery 
patients, organ transplant recipients, prema- 
ture babies and patients receiving treatment 
for leukemia, cancers and many other dis- 
eases. 

And you don’t have to travel far to donate. 
The Agawam Knights of Columbus will host 
a blood drive Tuesday, Feb. 22 from 2 to 6 
p.m. at St. John the Evangelist Church, 823 
Main St., Agawam. 

All blood types are needed, especially type 
O negative. Individuals who are 17 years of 
age (16 with parental permission), weigh at 
least 110 pounds and are in generally good 
health may be eligible to donate blood. High 
school students and other donors 18 years of 
age and younger also have to meet certain 
height and weight requirements. Please 
remember to bring your Red Cross blood 
donor card or other form of positive ID to the 
blood drive.

American Cancer Society 
seeks volunteer drivers 


SPRINGFIELD - As blustery winter 
weather continues to blanket the state, 
cancer patients in Massachusetts are at 
risk of missing medical care, according 
to the American Cancer Society. 

“In order for cancer patients to get 
well, it is imperative that they follow a 
treatment regimen which often occurs 
at nearby cancer centers,” according to 
Zana Baruch, Area Director of Health 
Initiatives for the American Cancer 
Society. “The dilemma we are currently 
experiencing is that patients lack the 
transportation necessary to get to the 
treatment,” she added. 

The correlation between transporta- 
tion and missing treatment varies. For 
some there is a fear of driving on slick 
roads and the hazards of braving 
Massachusetts’ winter weather. For 
those with limited mobility or energy, 
driving simply isn’t an option. Some 


treatments will not allow for operating 
machinery, including a motor vehicle. 
Some patients do not have family mem- 
bers they can rely for support or simply 
a lack of transportation is available. 

The American Cancer Society is 
there to help coordinate free rides to 
treatment through the Road to 
Recovery program. The program is 
implemented by a committed group of 
individuals that drive patients to nearby 
treatment centers to get the care they 
need. 

According the Wolf, many volunteer 
drivers in the state have headed south 
for the cold weather months, leaving a 
need for more drivers to help the 
patients get to treatment. 

The American Cancer Society is 
actively recruiting volunteers to help 
drive patients. “If you have a car, and 
even one hour once a month, you can 


make a real difference in someone’s life 
by becoming a driver,” says Baruch. 

Volunteer drivers receive simple 
training and an orientation from the 
American Cancer Society, and are 
asked to volunteer for at least one hour, 
one day, once a month. The Society 
matches drivers’ availability with the 
needs of patients who call. 

“Some volunteers say driving 
patients is one of the most rewarding 
jobs you can do,” adds Baruch. 
“Sometimes a driver will have the 
opportunity to bring the same patient 
several times, get to know them, and be 
able to offer support and really make a 
difference.”

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Local school makes the grade 


Robinson Park most improved on President’s Physical Fitness Challenge

AGAWAM - Robinson Park Elementary 
School was the most improved school in 
Massachusetts for the 2009-2010 President’s 
Physical Fitness Challenge. Students in 
grades 1 through 4 took the challenge last 
year. 

Physical education teacher Darlene 
Woolson is responsible for bringing the 
President’s Physical Fitness Challenge 
(PPFC) to Robinson Park School. When 
Woolson initiated the PPFC at the school in 
2008, she had no idea how much the students 
would embrace the program. 

“Parents were reporting children doing 
pushups and sit-ups on a daily basis just as 
they would do as any other academic home- 
work assignment. Children were making par- 
ents walk and move. Families were jogging. 
It was amazing. Ice hockey players who 
could not pass the flexibility sit and reach test 
because their hamstrings were too tight were 
watching television and stretching so that 
they could pass,” Woolson said. 

She went on to say that the kids bought into 
the President’s Physical Fitness Challenge. “I 
believed in each and every one of these kids. 
Soon they started believing in themselves, 
which made the biggest difference in their 
commitment to the PPFC,” she said. 

The PPFC is a data-based program that 
measures physical fitness. It consists of push- 
ups, pull-ups, sit-ups, a shuttle run, a V-sit 
and reach (flexibility), and an endurance run. 
The students’ performance times and the 
quantity they are able to do in each event is 
recorded. The challenge is given in the fall 
and the spring to document students’ physical 
fitness and activity levels. 

To receive “National Fitness Recognition” 
students must perform at the 50th percentile 
in all exercises (based on their age). To 
receive “Presidential Fitness Recognition” 
students must perform at the 85th percentile 
in all five exercises (based on their age). 

Students in grades 3 and 4 students are

required to run one mile. Grade 2 students 
must run half a mile, and grade 1 students 
must run one-quarter of a mile. 

The student information is entered into a 
national database where it is kept for the 
duration of each student’s public school edu- 
cation. Additionally, students’ height, weight, 
and ages are recorded and their body mass 
index (BMI) is calculated. 

In the fall of 2009, there were 34 students 
who met the requirements and passed all five 
areas of the PPFC. Some were at the 50th 
percentile; others passed at the 85th per- 
centile. 

Students were motivated by the certifi- 
cates those 34 received in recognition of 
their success, and the rest of the student 
body began working toward improving 
their physical fitness. 

“Parents reported [children] working on

their flexibility and stretching. Parents and 
students together were making pushups and 
sit-ups a daily practice. Elementary-age kids 
were setting goals and working to achieve 
those realistic goals.” 

According to Woolson, children were 
encouraging each other and would use the 
phrase “get yourself a personal trainer” to 
bolster their efforts; they would pick a class- 
mate to help them during recess to achieve 
the attainable goal. 

“We had one student who physically could 
run the mile but had challenges that made 
him so fearful of flying objects that he would 
have to stop running. His personal trainer ran 
beside him swatting flies, bees, and bugs. He 
passed,” said Woolson. 

The result was 158 students achieving 
National or Presidential status on the Spring 
2010 PPFC. Additionally, two Robinson park 


students met the criteria to for the PPFC’s 
Active Lifestyle Award for students with dis- 
abilities. 

There was a 56 percent improvement over- 
all for the school, earning it the title of Most 
Improved Student Performance in One Year 
for the state of Massachusetts. 

Joe Heney, who replaced Woolson as the 
physical fitness teacher at Robinson Park this 
year is continuing the program at the school. 

“We have already had the fall President’s 
Challenge, and plan on repeating the chal- 
lenge in the spring to allow students to 
improve upon their scores,” Heney said. 
“This program has been a wonderful way to 
get our students excited about leading an 
active lifestyle.” 

Last month, Michelle Obama was on 
“Good Morning America” where she 
informed viewers that the U.S. Army has 
seen a decrease in physical ability and stami- 
na of newly listed cadets. She called it a 
“National Security Issue.” She asked that 
school systems refrain from reducing the 
amount of physical education that kids get 
and instead work to increase it. She also 
urged all physical education teachers to have 
their students do the President’s Physical 
Fitness Challenge. 

Woolson said she is proud of what the 
students have accomplished and is looking 
forward to expanding the PPFC within the 
district. 

“Tam so happy that I brought the PPFC to 
Robinson Park School and that it will contin- 
ue with Mr. Heney,” Woolson said. 
“Robinson Park School’s success gives cre- 
dence to the reasons that student’s need more 
physical education. This school year, I am 
back to the Junior High School teaching 
physical education. I initiated putting the 
PPFC in place there, and in the fall we had 
our first collection of data. 

“If you look on the President’s Physical 
Fitness Challenge website you will see that 
Agawam is now on the map...as the top 
improved school in Massachusetts last school 
year,” said Woolson.

If you’re a parent with questions 
about parenting, you probably 
attended the Robert Evans event at 
the Roberta G. Doering School in 
Agawam on Wednesday, Feb. 16. 
When asked to compare the job of 
parenting today as compared with 
even a few years ago, Evans, a clini- 
cal end educational psychologist and 
the executive director of The Human 
Relations Service in Wellesley, said, 
“There is a steady increase in 
parental anxiety. People are much 
more anxious to try to make sure 
everything goes right, protecting 
kids from consequences.” 

His message to parents is infused 
with humor yet gives them some 
basic guidelines in navigating cur-

rent pressures they may be feeling. 
Evans suggests that if something 
goes wrong for a child, perhaps it’s 
an opportunity for growth, helping 
him or her prepare for situations in 
adulthood where things don’t 
always run smoothly. The child will 
be better prepared to face criticism 
in the workplace, or perhaps feel 
more confident in new situations. 

School social worker Maura 
Ryczek said Evans’ presentation is a 
timely one, especially in relation to 
anti-bullying legislation, technolo- 
gy, and communication. 

“These are changing times,” she 
said. “Children are growing up in a 
different world.” 

She welcomed the practical infor- 
mation in Evans’ presentation, and 
noted the school offered other 
workshops for parents during the 
fall season. “It really takes schools

and parents working together to 
give kids the same messages.” 

Evans hopes his message gets 
through - that even though parents 
are faced with new challenges, there 
are basic things they can do to deal 
with anything that comes up. He 
describes his advice as “interac- 
tive,” with “not a whole lot of pre- 
scriptions,” meaning that parents 
can stick to very simple guidelines. 
“Tt doesn’t involve becoming some- 
thing you are not. We find a way to 
help people build on their strengths; 
we don’t want them to second-guess 
their parenting skills.” 

Evans is a former high school and 
pre-school teacher and a former 
child and family therapist. He has 
authored many books, including 
“Family Matters: How Schools Can 
Cope with the Crisis in 
Childrearing.”
